so long as he perfarms satisfac 
tory Guard service and he is not 
required to take active duty 
training. However, he may vol 
unteer for the six months of ba. 
sio training and thus reduce the 
time he must serve ın the Nat 
ional Guard from “until age 28" 
to a total of eight years of ser 
vice. 

What this means, Lt. Kingston, 
explained is that a young man 
who enlists when he is 17 years 
old who will finish his period of 
reserve military service at age 
25. In other words, Lt. Kingston 
stated, this young man will chop 
three years off his total military 
obligation. 

With an increase of interest 
in the development of a strong 
Ready Reserve force to back up 
the active Army, Navy and Air 
Force, jt is important that young 
men of this community and their 
parents be fully informed on how 
a young man may volunteer for 
such service in the National 
Guard, Lt. Kingston declared. 

By‘ enlisting in the National 
Guard a young man can plan his 
future. Whether it be in school or 
in business, and he can reduce 
his period of required military 
service to the minimum by taking 
he six months active duty train- 
ing. A young man with his eye 
not only wants to know where 
he is going, but for how many 
years he may have a military ob- 
ligation. 

The six months training ts an 
adventure to a young high school 
graduate who might want a taste 
of Army life, but not want to 
sign up for a full enlistment. 
He can fit the period in between 
the time of graduation and the 
time he settles into a job. The 
training will round off of high 
school education with a period in 
which he will receive training in 
how to live with other young 
men and how to take care of 
himself under field conditions. It 
will give him training in leader- 
ship and in the later phases, he 
will receive technical training 
that could be helpful to him in 
civilian life. 

“Upon completion of the six 
months of training, whick is giv- 
en at a number of Army train; 
ing centers, a National Guard re- 
turns to his local National Guard 
unit to complete seven and a half 
years of Guard Training. This 
consists of a weekly training pe- 
riod in the local armory and 15 
days of field training.”

The adult 
beetles become active in early 
spring and gain their entrance 
In our trees by boring through 
the outer bark to the soft inner 
bark. They construct tunnels in 
the inner bark, which is the layer 
between the bark and wood, there- 
by cutting off the tree’s supply 
from the roots to the crown. The 
adults lay their eggs in the soft 
inner bark and in about four 
weeks a new brood emerges from 
the infosted tree. This new 
brood attacks strong healthy trees 
nearby and unless some control 
measures are taken the nearby 
trees are also killed. As many 
as four or five broods may oc- 
cur in one summer. 

Infected trees can be detect- 
ed by white dots of pitch that 
occur on the bark of tne tree. The 
dots may be all up and down the 
tree or just in the upper portion, 
depending upon which beetle is 
present. The tree crown will also 
turn yellow and then brown when 
ıt dies. X 

In order to help prevent this 
destruction ın your woodland here 
are a few suggestions. 

First, try to keep your stand 
m a good healthy growing condi- 
tion. This is a gvod preventive 
measure 2s weakened or injured 
trees often invite insect attacks. 

Your trees can remain in a 
healthy state if fires are pre- 
vented. Fires always weaken 
the larger trees and sometimes 
even kills them. 

If you are planning to harvest 
some trees make sure a forest- 
er selects and marks the trees to 
be cut.

Use of the lash has declined 
substantially since the new unit 
has been in operation, but pris. 
on authorities have attributed 
this mostly to the fact that the 
presence of the cellblock in itself 
has helped to improve prison 
discipline. 

Essentially Parchman is still a 
plantation operated as a revenue 
source for the state. From the 
cotton produced last year and 
harvested with prison labor, 
Parchman made nearly a quarter 
of a million dollar “profit” for 
the state. ; 

Many legislators and others in- 
terested in reforms at the peni- 
tentiary long have advocated put- 
ting the revenues from its crops 
into a revolving fund to provide 
new facilities and a planned vo- 
cational training program. 

A first tsep toward vocational 
training was taken at the recent 
session of the Legislature when 
a provision was written into law 
for a metal working shop at the 
pententiary. No funds’ were pro 
vided. 

In his three months of office, 
Gov. Coleman has lived up to 
the strict policy on granting par- 
dons and indefinite suspensions 
of sentence which he declared 
in his inaugural address, 

He has not granted one pardon 
and has approved release of only 
two prisoners from Parchman 
on indefinite suspensions of sen.
